In January of 1988, Ken was the Scout Master of Troop 23 on the 
Northside of the City of Syracuse. A Police report from the Onondaga 
County Sheriff's Department was presented at the Boy Scout office. A 
copy of that report is attached. 

The committee convened with Ken Hollenbeck at 8:30 a.m. on 
September 26, 1989 to review the circumstances. Joseph Falco acted as 
Chairman of the committee and started by explaining to Ken the purpose 
of our meeting and the fact that it would be very informal and he (Ken) 
could speak anytime he wished. He (Joe Falco) then asked Ken if he knew 
of the Sheriff's report and the issue that brought us to the meeting. 
Ken said that he was aware of it. 

Joe Falco then asked him to give us his explanation of the 
circumstances. Ken stated that he had invited the three or four boys to 
his house to work on their First Aid Merit Badge. At the conclusion of 
that work session, the young man filing the report asked to have Ken 
help him with his growth chart. Ken stated that he proceeded to have the 
boys strip down to their shorts, as he had done with others, and 
proceeded to measure them as outlined in the Scout Handbook. 

At that point, John Chambers stepped out to get a copy of the 
Handbook. Upon his return, we asked Ken to show us where in the manuel 
he was referring. Ken flipped through the Manuel to pages 498 and 499 
and told us that that was the information that was his direction for 
doing the measurements of the various parts of the boys bodies. He 
stated, after being questioned two or three times by Joe Falco, that the 
boys, at no time, were stripped below their shorts, nor had any boys in 
this process previously, stripped below their shorts. 

Joe then asked Ken if .he had at anytime during this or any of these 
processes in the past, touched the boys genitals. Ken said absolutely 
not. He had never done that. Joe asked him if the thought had even 
crossed his mind and Ken stated, very emphatically, that it had not. He 
then went on to explain that, in 10 years as a Scout Master, he had seen 
boys in various stages of dress and undress, on countless occasions; at 
Camp Sabattis, on canoe trips, on weekend campouts, and in any number of 
other situations and that he had never been involved or had any thoughts 
of involvement as a result of that. 

At about that point, Ken asked if he could tell us a little more of 
his story and we certainly agreed. He went on to tell about the day , 
involving the day of his summons to the Sheriff's Department, what he 
had been through, as far as the questioning was concerned, at the 
Sheriff's Department, but elaberated more. so-' on- his -return home. He • - 
stated that when he got home from the Sheriff's Department, he sat down 



and cried for the fir^fctime in his adult life and befaA examine his 
own proceedures and h^Town life with respect to what a^Srrible spot he 
was in and where it could lead. He further stated that during the 10 
years of his Scouting experience, he had not been a church going person, 
having attended church only through Scouting activities, such as 
Camporees or Scout Camp where church services were held. As a result of 
this incident and his self-examination, he has become a member of the 
Constantia Methodist Church and has attended church reguarly, since that 
time. 

He also stated that it his understanding that the youngster who 
made the alligation to the Sheriff's Department was under a 
psychiatrist's care, at that time, and in fact, the psychiatrist ~is the 
person who triggered the Sheriff's report. Ken stated that that 
information came from Don Klug, who is a Commissioner assigned to that 
Unit, a long time friend of the Unit and of Kens and a retired Sargeant 
on the Syracuse Police Force. 

John Chambers then asked Ken several questions to try and determine 
his management style, within the troop, and specifically with this 
particular youngster. He asked if Ken felt the youngster needed special 
help, and Ken said, only to the degree that he didn't seem to get along 
with the other youngsters in the Troop, like Ken thought he should. He 
said that frequently during game time, the youngster would stay upstairs 
and work on his Scout skills and while he did that, more than others, 
that was not totally unique because others did that too, from time to 
time. Other than that, Ken said that the youngster didn't need any 
particular special help, or at least he didn't give him any special 
help. 

Ken then told us that part of his re-evaluation of the situation 
has resulted in his personal committment to not be directly involved 
with the youngsters. He would like to be re-instated as an Adult 
Scouter so he could serve on the committee and that the Chairman, Bernie 
Salenger, has stated that he would retire. Ken felt that would be good 
because Bernie operates a dictatorship and when Adult Leaders have been . 
recruited over the years, Bernie "drives them out" with his dictatorial 
methods. Ken went on to state that he felt with his 10 years of 
experience as Scout Master he could make a substantial contribution on 
the committee, particularly if the committee were allowed to function in 
a democratic style. 

I asked Ken if his intent was to be the Committee Chairman and he 
said "no, not necessarily." He didn't really know where that whole 
situation would end up, but he did feel he would like to serve on the 
commmittee, if it were a democatric process. He further felt that with 
his experience, he could make a meaningful contribution to the Troop 
operation. 

I then asked Ken to explain to us the circumstances immediately 
following his meeting with the Sheriff's, at the Sheriff's office, 
particularly the resignation, etc. 

Ken stated that Jim McKeever, one of our District Executives, at 
tha time,., had called. him as. a. result of receiving, the Sheriff's report.. 




and suggested that 'Athe interest of Scouting", he rwmn his 
membership. Ken went on to say that he then met with Jim McKeever, in 
the Scout office for about and hour to discuss the situation, Jim 
explained to Ken, that it would be in everyone's best interest if he 
resigned now, let things cool off for a year and then reapply, Ken 
thought that made sense, therefore he did submit his resignation and 
mailed a copy of it to each member of the Troop. A year later, in 
January, 1989, he reapplied for membership, which ultimately brought us 
to this meeting. 

I then asked Ken if there was an incident during that period of 
time, when in spite of the fact that he had been told not to be involved 
in Scouting and had in fact resigned, if he were involved in any way 
with the Troop. He went on to explain that he was, but only on one 
incident in May, 1989, five moths after he had reapplied. At that time, 
the Troop took a trip to Hershey Park and they own a bus which he drove. 

Incidently, Ken is a professional truck driver and had been the regular 
driver of that bus, I guess, for years. 

We then asked him if there were an incident on that trip and he 
said that there was one incident with one youngster where the kid was 
acting up and he told the kid that he needed a size nine in th* rear end 
to straighten- him out. I asked Ken if he did, in fact, execute that 
threat and Ken said "no, absolutely not." Sometimes a good stern threat 
is more effective than the act anyway. 

Joe Palco then asked Ken if any of the four boys mentioned in the 
Sheriff's report were still in the Troop and Ken ran down those names 
and what he knew of their current status. He stated that(p||| the boy 

that had made the original charge, was "kicked out of 23 11 and told to 
go to another troop. I asked if he (Ken) was the one that kicked the 
boy out and he (Ken) said no. I then asked who did and he said, with 
tongue in cheek, "the committee is all I know." 

At that point, as we had no further questions, Joe Falco asked Ken 
if he had anything else he wanted to say and again, Ken stated that he 
would never, ever again put himself in a position to deal with a boy or 
boys, by himself without at least one, if not more, other adults around. 

He would hope that his application would be reconsidered so that he 
could serve on the committee. 

With that, Joe informed him that he would be made aware of our 
decision shortly and we adjourned.

OF DECISION DENYING REGISTRATION 



If registration is refused f the applicant may request a review of this 
decision. This request must be in the form of a written request frcm 
the individual which includes his or her version of the facts supporting 
the claim that registration should not have been denied. 

Upon receipt of the written request for review, the president of the 
local council shall appoint a committee to review the situation. 

The appointed committee should review the facts as presented , and, in 
addition , may interview any persons whose testimony might assist the 
committee in discovering the truth and arriving at a correct decision. 

A confidential report will be given to the applicant setting forth- the 
decision of the committee. 

The applicant may - if he or she does not agree with the decision - 
request a review from the Regional Director by submitting a written re- 
quest for such a review within 30 days of the receipt of the local 
council decision. 

If the Regional review does not satisfy the applicant, he or she may ask 
for further review by the National Council by submitting a written re- 
quest for such a review within 30 days of the receipt of the Regional 
decision. The decision by the National Council is final.
